No Xmas baskets 
without ration 
stamps, says OPS 


The OPA has ruled that there 
can be no charity food baskets giv­ 
en away at Thanksgiving or Christ­ 
mas unless the recipient gives up 
the required ration stamps. 
It 
suggests in a release to the press 
that organizations may continue 
their charitable bequests with non­ 
rationed goods. 
This means that those baskets 
can contain no butter, cheese, can­ 
ned goods, jelly, nor meat unless 
it be a fowl. Authorized charitable 
organizations such as usually pro­ 
vide the Christmas baskets in A r­ 
lington Heights are practically put 
out of business by the order. 
The OPA suggests th at those 
who desire to make a food gift, 
pay the sum they expect to spend 
to the retailer, who will then notify 
the recipient that he has a cash 
credit at his store that can be used 
for any purpose desired if ration­ 
ed stam ps are provided for foods 
which require them.
